— Senior State 
Department Po eagg daring he 

past few 5 have began 
Spread the word that America’s 


East policy reassessment is 

aimed at finding proper 

iplomatic options for additional 

negotiations, and not as a means 

of pressuring Israel into offering 
more concessions. 

In an effort to allay wide-spread 
concerns among influential and vo- 
cal pro-Israel supporters in the U.S. 
— and especially in the Congress 
— these American officials are in- 
sisting that the reassessment will 
not lead to any substantial change 
in America’s realtionship with Israel. 

“New York Times" diplomatic cor- 
respondent Leslie Gelb reported yes- 
terday that at this stage in the reas- 
sessment process, the U.S. has adop- 
ted three basic conclusions: “Con- 
tinued and unequivocal commitment 
to the survival of Israel, continued 
effort to improve relations with the 
Arabs, and continued American dip- 
lomatic engagement in the area.” 

Assistant Secretary of State for 
Congressional Relations, Robert Mc- 
Closkey, said yesterday that the Ad- 
ministration is not blaming Israet 
for the breakdown of the talks. Ap- 
pearing on NBC's “Meet the Press," 
he added that the reassessment is 
not concerned primarily with Amer- 
ican policy toward Israel, but rather 
with determining the next diplo- 
matic alternatives. 

McCloskey, who is responsible for 
maintaining bipartisan Congressional 
support for the Administration's for. 
eign policy, pointed out that the for- 
eign aid recommendations are still 
being examined at the “technical 
level.” There is still “a long way to 
go” before the recommendations 
reach the “political level" and the 
programme is presented to Con- 
gress, he said. 

Meanwhile, there are strong hints 
from top Administration sources that 
they would very much like Israel 
to reopen the bilateral negotiations 
with Egypt by offering some new 
proposals which go beyond the final 
negotiating position taken just be- 
fore the talks broke down. 

While insisting that al! options re- 
main open for talks — including a 
reconvened Geneva conference — 
Kissinger and other senior American 
officials are known to believe that 
the step by step negotiating process 
still holds the best opportunity for 
eventual success. Their basic “fear 
of Geneva is that it would be do- 
minated by radical Arabs. 

Even though 
acknowledge that it would be more 
difficult for Israel to make addi- 
tional concessions now than it was 
before the talks collapsed, they be- 
lieve that Prime Minister Rabin’s 
government is in fact anxious to 
maintain the step by step diplomatic 
path with Egypt. 

Some American officials are sug- 
gesting that Israel should offer a 
more massive withdrawal in Sinai— 
going well beyond the Mitla and 
Gidi passes — in order to entice an 
Egyptian pledge of non-belligerency, 
or some sort of statement that would 
come close to this desired act. Egypt 
has refused to end the state of belli- 
gerency until ali of Sinai is returned. 

Israeli officials here are suggest- 
ing privately that if the U.S. were 
to improve the atmosphere between 
Washington and Jerusalem —strain- 
ed since the talks broke down last 
March 22 — then Israe] would be 
Prepared to offer some new pro- 
posals, 


Obviously, these officials point 
out, additional amounts of American 
military and economic assistance to 
Israel would make it easier for the 


Rabin government to make these 
Proposals, but they decline to draw 
an exact link between the two issues. 

State Department sources are tel- 
ling pro-Israel supporters that there 
had been initial pressure from the 
Pentagon during the first weeks of 
the reassessment that the U.S. 
should increase its support of the 
Arabs, at Israel's expense, 

These sources claim that Kissinger 
and Under-Seeretary of State Joseph 
Sisco are responsible for having 
Moved the reassessment away from 
any possible policy change toward 
Israel, and inatead toward diploma- 
tie possibilities for negotiations in 
the Middle East. 

Sources sympathetic to the Pen- 
tagon, on the other hand, deny that 
the American military establishment 
was calling for ἃ tilt towards the 
Arabs. They point out that Secretary 
of Defense James Schlesinger had 
personally reaffirmed American's 
commitment to Israel “security,” 
while Kissinger merely spoke about 
Israel's “survival." 

Observers here said yesterday that 
this debate over who is more friend- 
iy to Israel — the State Department 
or the Pentagon — recalls the ar- 
guments during the first weeks of 
the Yom Kippur War when it was 
unclear who was holding up the mi- 
litary airlift to Israel. At that time, 
Kissinger was blaming the Penta- 
gon, while the military said that the 
Secretary was personally respon- 
sible, That question has not yet been 
totally cleared up. 

What has become clear here is 
that American military intelligence 
reports have concluded that Israel 
is now much stronger in relation to 
the Arabs than it was on the eve 
of the 1978 war. Therefore, these in- 
telligence estimates point out, Israel 
ig not in desperate need for addi- 
tional American hardware at this 
time. 

No final decision has yet been 
tiade whether Israel will receive the 
F-15 advanced fighter plane, for ex- 
ample. Ever since the reassessment 
was ordered at the end of last 
month, Washington has asked Israel 
to postpone a visit to the U.S. of a 
group of Israeli test pilots to ex- 
amine the new plane. 

Israeli officials here express hope 
that the pilots will come to the U.S. 
shortly following the end of the re- 
assessment. They believe that final 
contracts for the approximately 110 
Lance ground-to-ground missiles or- 
dered by Israel will also be signed 
foHowing the reassessment.

Syria claims Iraqi 
defectors brought jets 


DAMASCUS (UPI). — A group of 
Iraqi Air Force officers have de- 
fected to Syria recently with their 
Soviet-built fet fighters, Arab dip- 
lomatic «circles reported yesterday. 

Government officials refused to 
confirm or deny the reports, but 
said “it was natural for all sincere 
forces to join the battle’ against 
Israel. 

(Political observers in Beirut react- 
ed cautiously to the reports, noting 
that Syrian and Iraq are ruled by ri- 
val factions of the Ba'th Party 
and have been trading accusations 
and counter-accusations ever since 
the end of the Yom Kippur War. 

(The war of words escalated this 
month with Baghdad accusing Syria 
of withholding the waters of the 
Euphrates River, thus threai 
the lives of millions of Iragi farm- 
ers. The Damascus Government de- 


nied the charge.) 

The observers also noted that the 
Damascus Government had not put 
the Iraqi officers or thelr planes on 
display, The reports said the number 
of the defectors could be as high as 
seven. 

“They came to Syria to show 
their condemnation of the Iraqi Gov- 
ernment’s domestic and Arab poli- 
cies and the recent execution of 35 
Ba'th Party members in Baghdad. 

“The pilots brought with them very 
important documents which incri- 
minate the Iragi Government and 
which contain the names of those 
executed," the reports said. 

Asked about these reports, a gov- 
ernment official baid: “It is only na- 
tural for all sincere forces to join 
the battle (against Israel), parti- 
cularly since Syria is fully preparing 
now for the confrontation.”

Nili being sold for $3m. minus...

The 5.5. Nili, one of the two for. 
mer Zim pasenger liners which have 
been laid up at Haifa port for more 
than a year, will soon be sold for 
close to §$3m., it was disclosed yes- 
terday. 

The Ministerial Economic Commit- 
tee yesterday approved a report by 
Kavim, its shipping holding com- 
pany, which said that a ‘Greek con- 
cern has agreed through a mediator 
to buy the liner. The net purchase 
price will be considerably less than 
the gross figure of $2,950,000, since 
Kavim will have to spend an esti- 
mated $350,000 to repair and re-equip 
the Nili so it will qualify for the 
necessary international safety docu- 
ments, and another $250,000 for 
commission to the mediator. The 
Purchase fee will be paid in cash. 

The Nili and the Dan have been 
sitting idle in Haifa port since Jan- 
uary, 1974, when Zim Passenger 
Service disbanded. had been 
purchased by Kavim from the bank- 


rupt Somerfin in 1966, and chartered 
by the Government company to Zim 


losses, 
particularly after the Yom Kippur 
‘War, when passengers became fewer 
and fuel costs (and other costs) roze 
sharply. At the same time, the Gov- 
ernment was more than refunding 
the charter fees it collected by sub- 
sidizing the Line. 

Since the ships have lain idle, they 
have been costing the Government 
some 11150,000 to 11180,000 per 
month for maintenance alone — not 
to mention much larger sums in 
capital costs. The depreciated value 
of the Nili as of March 31, 1975, 
was $3.4m., while in 1969 it was 
valued at §6m. (at current prices). 
Kavim bought the two ships from 
the bankrupt Somerfin Company in 
1967 for $10m.

HAIFA, — The Italian state ship- 
ping company, Adriatica, which has 
been runmmiing a regular passenger 
service to Haifa since 1937, has de- 
cided to replace its two vessels, the 
25-year-old Emotria and Messapia, 
by more modern ships. 

Izzy .Rosenfeld, Adriatica's Israel 
agent, told newsmen yesterday that 
one of the new ships, the San Gior- 
gio, will arrive in ‘Haifa for the first 
next Wednesday. Together 
with the San Marco, it will rum a 
weekly service, via Cyprus and Rho- 
des, to Italy and Marseilles, stop- 
ping in Haife two days each week 
during the summer season. 

The older ships, Messapla and 
Enotria (the latter is due here for 
her last call tomorrow), have been 
sold by the Italian Government to 
Saudi Arabia, apparently for the 
transport of pilgrims to Mecca. 

The two newer ships, -built in 
1956, sailed between Italy and Is- 
tanbul until now, and are more com- 
fortable and of a somewhat higher 
class than their predecessors.

Israel’s farmers 
still the greatest

Jeruszatem Post Repurier 
TEL AVIV. — Israeli farmers are 
continuing to break world records in 
the production of foods, and are still 
the world's number one producer of 
foods per capita, Reuven Eiland, di- 
rector-general of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, told the press here yes- 
terday. He said that in 1960, one 
agricultural worker in Israel pro- 
duced food for 20 persons, in 1974, 
one worker produced enough food 
for 49 persons. 

Elland warned that Israel's agri- 
cultural future is cloudy mainly be- 
cause of a cuts In farming research 
and development budgets. This money 
is needed {f Israel's agriculture is to 
continue turning out “miracles,” he 
said. According to a study. every 
pound invested in research brings in 
ten times its worth in yields. Be- 
cause of the cuts in governmental 
research funds, the farming com- 
munity recently decided to contri- 
bute TLi5m. to continue certain re- 
search projects. 

This year, local production of su- 
gar (from beets), increased. Of the 
yearly consumption of 200,000 tons, 
Israel will produce about 30,000 tons 
locally this year, and next year it is 
expected to increase to 40-50,000 
tons. 

Mr. Eiland said that by this au- 
tumn, Israel should be producing all 
its milk production needs, and the 

will reintroduce production 
quotas so the farmers will not over- 
produce. Israelis consume annually 
550m. litres of milk and by-pro- 
ducts,

The use of coal will also diver- 
sify the nature of Israel's pollution 
problems. Prefesscr Delson points 
out in an article in the journal of 
the Association of Architects and 
Engineers: “Coal — as distinguished 
from oil — requires the handling of 
fuct in solid form and requires the 
collection and disposal of Its ash. 
A ton of high volatile, bituminous 
coal, straight from the mine, will 
form 100 to 200 kg. of ash.” Using 
approximately four million tans of 
coal'a year, the Hadera plant’s 
production of ash would be of for- 
midable proportions. 

However, the use of “prepared” 
coal would help reduce the quan- 
tities of ash. Preparing the coal 
involves removing some of the ash- 
forming mineral matter before the 
coal is burned. This, according to 
Professor Delson, could reduce the 
ash content by half. With the use 
ef various collection devices, only 
8, smuaj? proportion of this ash need 
escape: into the atmosphere. The 
collected ask could then be used for 
Ὁ variety of purposes, ranging from 
land fill to the manufacture of ce- 
ment, Such uses, Professor Delson 
says, would probably more than pay 
for the cost of handling the ash.

More serious and difficult to deal 
with than ash or flyash is the 
sulphur dioxide released when coal 
1s burned. This combines with mois- 
ture and oxygen in the air to form 
sulphurous and sulphuric acids, 
which corrode materials, damage ve- 
Getation, and probably cause res- 
piratory diseases. However, sulphur 
dioxide emissions can be reduced 
by removing some of the sulphur 
components in the coal before it is 
burned and by using low-sulphur 
coal. The latter, however, is expen- 
sive due to the relatively limited 
Seams and the demand of steel ma- 
nufacturers. 

The construction of 2 tall chim- 
ney to disperse flue gases into the 
atmosphere will hetp control the da- 
mage created by sulphur dioxide 
emissions. But if sulphur dioxide 
levels nevertheless remain high. 
the Electric Corp. will have to con- 
sider its removal prior to emission 
from the stack while the coa] is 
burning. Dr. Delson says that the 
processes and technology for this 
are relatively new and very expen- 
sive. 

In a recent appearance before a 
Knesset subcommittee, Mr. Arnon 
testified that had the Electric Cor- 
poration been as aware of the prob- 
lem of pollution 10 years ago as 
it is today, steps would have been 
taken then to prevent pollution by 
the Reading Station.

NEW DELHI (AP). — The 360 kg. 
Indian satellite spinning around the 
earth every 96 minutes demonstrates 
once again that there are two In- 
dias: one poor and underdeveloped, 
the other so advanced that it ranks 
with the most developed nations. 


India became the world’s sixth 
nuclear power last May, exploding 
a 12,000-ton underground nuclear 
device. On April 19, it became the 
11th nation to have a satellite in 
orbit around the earth. 


India is in the nuclear age and 
the space age, and at the same 
time it ranks among the poorest 
countries of the world. 
* By the government’s own calcula- 
tions, about 240 million Indians, or 
40 per cent of the population of 600 
million, live below the “poverty line.” 
They earn or receive less than five 
dollars a month, considered the ab- 
solute minimum necessary to ensure 
adequate food, clothing and hous- 
ing for survival. 


Former U.S. Ambassador Daniel 
P. Moynihan often used to say: “In- 
dia is not an underdeveloped coun- 
try. It is simply a poor country.” 
His thesis was that India, with the 
third largest work force of scientists 
and engineers in the world and with 
practically every major natural re- 
source under its soil, could hardly 
be considered underdeveloped. 


And yet, for the average Indian, 
the 80 per cent who live in the 
nation’s 560,000 villages either below 
the poverty line or. just above it,

HAIFA. — The women in thiscity 
want to have more influence on 
public affairs, in peace and war, 
ana to take an active part in shap- 
mg them, The Women's Council, set 
up last year and still the only one 
in the country, comprises 38 mem- 
bers, who either represent women’s 
organizations active in communal 
work or who have been nominated 
because of their persoval qualific- 
ations. The Council has started to 
function through several commit- 
tees, on education, quality of lize, 
quality of environment, public infor- 
mation, especially information of 
interest to women, promotion of 
tourism, and emergency prepared- 

ness. 

“Women should get involved in 
current security efforts. Haifa was 
the first town to open the ranks of 
the Civil Guard to women volunteers, 
including training in the use of fire 
arms, and since then the commit- 
tees in the different quarters have 
taken over their induction in the 
guard,” the Council stated. Chair 
man Miriam Ben Peretz, a city 
councillor (Labour), explained to 
the press recently that prepared- 
ness and personal responsibility 
were the guiding principles of their 
voluntary efforts. “We polled a 
thousand households to test the 
reaction of the women in our city. 
We found overwh readiness 
and even relief at the fact that at 
last somebody was taking action to 
enlist them,” they said. Of 952 
women interviewed 572 said they 
were ready to volunteer. Another 
184 were umable because of age and 
special handicaps; 166 were mothers 
of smali children, or were prevent- 
ed by ilJ-health, because of their 
occupation or because they were 
already committed to volunteers’ 


Space age has meant nothing, except 
a boost in nationalist pride. 

Many Indians bristle at sugges- 
tions often made in the West that 
India should not spend money on 
nuclear and space research until 
poverty is wiped out or substantially 
reduced. 


But India has budgeted only 233 
million dollars, or less than 1 per 
cent of the cost of annual food re- 

ts, for space research in the 
1974-79 development plan. The cost 
of manufacturing and testing the 
first satellite is officially estimated 
at 65 million dollars. 


While the satellite’s experiments 
— involving the measuring of ra- 
diation from the sun and celestial 
bodies — have no practical applica- 
tion in India, scientists say the ex- 
perience gained from building and 
operating the spacecraft will have 
long-range benefits. 

For instance, with their newly 
acquired knowledge, Indian scient- 
ists are planning to send up satel- 
lites with television camera systems 
to survey mineral deposits and the 
annual agricultural crops. When 
this is done, it is hoped the country

Between Paris and Jerusalem 


MIDDLE-EASTERN diplomacy 
is entering upon a period of 
high drama as the parties and 
the Big Powers prepare for the 
Geneva Conference in the sum- 
mer. In the wings, other inte- 
rested states jostle for a role. 


_ Among the perennial jostlers 
is France. Under De Gaulle and 
since De Gaulle, France has had 
undisguised pretensions to play 
8 part in the Middle East far 
larger than its actual influence 
in the region and in the world 
would dictate. 

Indeed, France has as ἃ mat- 
ter of principle opposed the 
thesis that their military might 
gives the Big Powers the poli- 
tical right to impose their solu- 
tions — or their divisions — 
upon the smaller nations of the 
world. 

In its essence, the French ideal 
earns natural approval and ad- 
miration in-Israel, as in many 
small states. A multi-polar world 
better serves the basic interests 
of small states which seek to 

reserve their political indepen- 

ce than a world of exclusively 
bi-polar competition and com- 
promise. 

What has soured France's ideal 
in Israeli eyes is its conviction 
in recent years that only total, 
almost abject, wooing of the 
Arabs will win for it the role 
of influence which it seeks in the 
Middle East. 

The energy crisis, instead of 
causing France to think again, 
led to a confirmation of its pro- 
Arab policies. 

Legitimately enough, France 
sees as its inal and imme- 
diate interest in the area the 
prevention of another war which 
could bring on another oil 
squeeze, Wrongheadedly, it_con- 
cludes that to squeeze Israel 
back into its pre-1967 mould and 
appease the Arabs is the surest 
way to prevent this happening. 

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon, 
who leaves today for the first- 
ever official visit by an Israeli 
minister to Paris, will seek to 
persuade French policymakers 
that their approach has been 
misguided on both counts. 

The only way to secure a po- 


sition of influence with each side 
in the Middle East conflict is to 
build relations with both 
sides. ‘ashington has proved 
this, and Moscow too is currently 
showing tentative signs of reali- 
zing this fact. The present pe- 
Tiod of reassessment by all the 
parties involved is an apt time 
for France to re-think it policies. 

Similarly, Mr. Allon can argue 
with much good reason that 
balance is the surest formula to 
avoid another war in this area. 
if the Arab states come to be- 
lieve that both the military and 
political balance is .tilting mar- 
kedly in their favour, they will 
hardly hesitate to press home 
their advantage in a new attack. 

The visit here last autumn of 
French Foreign Minister Jean 
Sauvagnargues made a useful 
start at improving at least the 
atmosphere if not the practical 
content of nolitical relations be- 
tween the two countries. Despite 
their often strident differences, 
Mr. Sauvagnargues and Mr. Al- 
lon seem to establish a per- 
sonal rapport. . 

In subsequent months, France 
removed the obstacles which it 
had earlier put in the way of 
Israel's effort to enter into a 
new treaty link with the Euro- 
pean Economic Community. 

France's calculation may per- 
haps be that the new “giobal 
approach,” whereby the Maghreh 
countries and Israel will form ἃ 
common bond with the EEC, 
could provide an opening for 
French political and economic 
initiative in the Middle East. The 
framework could be expanded — 
perhaps |as a result of the pro- 
posed Euro-Arab dialogue — to 
include other Arab states. 

If that is the French aim, 
Israel] will have no quarrel with 
it — provided it is seen as evenly 
applied to both Israe] and the 
Arab states. 

Israel could suggest many 
areas in which French know-how 
and technology could be put to 
excellent use for the economic 
and political benefit of the re- 
gion, and would certainly not ob- 
ject if the result were an in- 
crease in French presence and 
influence in the Middle East.

Shelepin’s ouster marks end of τς ες 


10-year Kremlin power struggle

MUNICH.— 
NO MAN'S STAR ever rose so fast 
on the Soviet political horizon as 
that of Alexander Shelepin who 
was ousted from the Politburo in 
the middle of this month 

But that star had barely begun to 
shine in 1964, a month after the fall 
of Nikita Khrushchev, when it began 
flickering and its decline had been 
steady ever since. 

Now that it nag finally been snuff- 
ed out, a unique era in the history of 
Kremlin infighting has come to an 
end and a ten-year power struggle 
appears to be over. It was a strug- 
gle between a master politician — 
Leonid Brezhnev — and the one 
man in the top Kremlin leadership 
of whom it could be said with cer- 
tainty that he had both the will 
and apparent drive for ultimate 
power himself, 

That it would end with Brezhnev‘s 
victory and Shelepin'’s defeat seemed 
almost assured. But that it would 
end so, suddenly and from all ap- 
pearances without drama, has taken 
most observers by surprise. More 
than that, they are not at all cer- 
tain how Brezhnev managed to pull 
it off. 

Shelepin was for many years a 
sort of Soviet political Wunderkind. 
He had joined the Communist party 
in 1940 at the age of 22 and, while 
completing his studies at Moscow's 
prestigious Institute of History, 
Philosophy and Literature, special- 
ized in Komszomol work. 

Mobilization 

By 1952. a year before Stalin 
died, he became head of that vast 
and important Soviet youth organ- 
ization a8 well as 2 full member 
of the Communist party’s Central 
Committee. In the mid-1950s he 
directed the mobilization of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Komsomol 
youths to plough up huge areas of 
Siberia and Kazakhstan for Khrush- 
chev's grandiose virgin lands re- 
clamation programme. 

Shelepin did so well that in 1953 
Khrushchev appointed him chief of 
the KGB, the dreaded secret police. 

Though his primary mission was 
to purge the KGB of agents poten- 
tially dangerovs and inimical to 
Khrushchev, it was the Munich 
murder of two Ukrainian exile lead- 
ers — Lev Rebet and Stepan Ban- 
dera — by KGB agent Bogdan 
Stashinsky which linked Shelepin's 
name irrevocably to that of the 
Soviet security police. Shelepin per-

In 1961 Khrushchev rewarded 
Shelepin with a Central Committee 
secretaryship and, the following 
year, with o post as a deputy 
prime minister as well. 

Relinquishing the KGB job to one 
of his proteges from Komsomol 
days, Viadimir Semichastuy, Shele- 
pin became the powerful head of 
the Commitee for Party and State 
Control, an inspection and watch- 
dog agency which, theoretically at 
least, gave him authority to remove 
both government and party officials 
from office. He played a major role 
in Khrushchev's fall in 1964 which 
could not have been engineered 
without at least the tacit support 
and approval of the KGB over which 
Shelepin continued to exercise de 
facto control through his cronies 
and friends. 

Eminence grise 

The team of new leaders reward- 
ed him with promotion to full mem- 
bership in the Politburo in addition 
to his party secretaryship and de- 
puty premiership as well as his 
command of the contro! committee. 
In the autumn of 1964. at age 46, 
Shelepin's power was second onl 
to that of Brezhnev, Aleksei Kosy- 
gin, Nikolai Podgorny and ἐπα 
Kremlin's eminence grise, Mikhail 
Suslov. 3 

In effect, Shelepin had a hand 
in every phase of Soviet life and 
in many respects had more strings 
in his grasp than Brezhnev or any- 
one else. That made him an obvious 
threat to Brezhnev. 

The threat was enhanced by per- 
sistent rumours on the Moscow 
grapevine and through speculative 
hints in the foreign press about 
Shelepin’s promising future and the 
prospects of his supplanting Brezh- 
nev some day. 

Thus the power struggle was 
joined. Battle by battle, over the 
ensuing years, Erezhnev won it. He 
plucked one after the other of She- 
lepin’s political feathers by eroding 
his power base, purging his sup- 
porters and gradually demoting 
Shelepin until he became head of 
the largely ineffectual Soviet Feder- 
ation of Trade Unions in 1967. But 
that, for the next eight years, was 
as far as Brezhnev was able to go, 
for Shelepin kept his seat on the 
Politburo. Being its youngest mem- 
ber, he continued to pose:a chal- 
lenge.

Hunger for power

demise marks the end of one of 
the most fascinating political care- 
ers in recent Soviet hidtory: that 
of a man who visibly hungered for 
power and did little to hide his 
reach for it. 


After more than a decade of 
manoeuvring,* durnmg which the 
Kremlin leadership established a re- 
cord for stability and solidarity, 
Shelepin's removal finally tips the 
balance of Politburo power con- 
clusively to Brezhnev's favour. Un- 
able to oust opponents, Brezhnev 
had packed that inner sanctum with 
men loyal and beholden to him un- 
til it reached the largest and most 
unwieldy size in ita history — 16 
members. But as long as Shelepin 
remained one of them, ‘Brezhnev’s 
contro] was open to challenge. 

The final decline of Shelepin, it 
seems safe to say, marks the final 
triumph of Brezhnev. .
